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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-8 and 11-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Burneli (1 ,987,050). Burneli discloses a main body connected to wing having a 
control member with a fixed and pivotable member configured to increase a crag of the 
aircraft without substantially changing a lift of the aircraft, further comprising a hinge 
between the fixed member and the pivotable member, the hinge member configured to 
pivot the pivotable member, wherein a portion of the pivotable member is configured to 
be disposed adjacent to and within a projection of the fixed member (see Figure 1 , right 
wingtip, #14 fits within a small recess of part #13), wherein the control member is delta 
shaped, wherein the pivotable member is configured to be pivoted about an axis 
perpendicular to a major plane of the wing, wherein the pivotable member is configured 
to be one of inwardly and outwardly pivotable, wherein the pivotable member is 
configured to be both inwardly and outwardly pivotable (see Figures 1 and 3). 

3. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Daude 
(4,457,479). Daude discloses every element and limitation of the claimed invention. 
(The examiner has provided attachment #1 to clearly illustrate how the prior art has 
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been viewed. Generally Daude discloses a winglet #1 that is pivotable about Hinges 
AB. The fixed and pivotable members have been labeled as such)
